President Truman's special message to con- 
gress recommending thnt ttU govemipent ol- 
Ilclttls put on public record thtlr income Irom 
all sources, public and private, stirred up a 
congressional hornets' neat. ' - - - 

Yet a house ways and means subcommttteo 
under Sop/Cecll R. King of Calllomla la now 
- seriously considering a-rcqulroment- that em-, 
ploycs ol the buresu of Internal revenue— the 
tax collecting agency of government— be re- 
qulrad to fill out annual questionnaires giv- 
ing their private source of Income. 

The question -that naturally arises Is, "If 
It's all right to apply this to BIR, why not to 
all government employes, Including congress- 
mon7"_ ^ 
A f urther question Is, "Will the ways and 
— means-oomtnltteo — t h c-taxa t lo n . c o mm it t c o .o f 
the house — create a precedent which other 
committees of congress have to follow for the

And having applied this Xlnonctal X-ray 
tost to the executive branch of government, 
^why. ahouldn't It bo.appHed tp theJl.eglslatlve 
and Judicial branches? 

Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois says he Is 
perfectly willing to moke public his outside 
Income, over and above his senatorial salary, 
and will soon do so. Other lawmakers aren't 
■o Inclined.' But concealed in this woodpile is 
a whole raft of private legal fees, lecture fees, 
magazine article fees and similar by-product 
Income of government Jobs. 

Commissioner John Dnnlap, the two- 
listed treasury career man who has been head 
of bureau of Internal revenue since Aug. 
1, lays he Is perfectly willing to subject his 
employes to private Income questionnaires If 
congress directs him to do so, 

He points out, however, that any crooks In 
his organization would bo Inclined to give 
him crooked answers. And he has a better 
wurce of Information In his employes' in- 
come tax declarations. If they file false state- 
ments on those returns, they can be fined 
heavily.,' 

The bureau of internal revenue Is the focal 
jxilnt on this Issue because four of the 64 
collectors of Internal revenue havo been fired 
or resigned under fire since April. Others are 
being Investigated,

RFC the "favors" were relatively small stuff

REDS SQUEEZE SATELLITES 
' Tbt new, harsher pattern of oppression 
. .being Imposed by Moscow on the satellite na- 
tions reflects no casual whim of Stalin. It 
Indicates Instead that Russia Is now giving 
far greater economic importance to these 
. ,j»antrlo3., . - .. ^ . 

since the Kremlin established control over 
Bulgaria, Romania. Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and Poland after the war. It has been steadily 
milking them for all they are worth; It has 
done this with the sole Idea of fattening the 
Soviet union. Bare survival was considered 
good enough for the satellites. 

In keeping 'with this policy, Russia dis- 
couraged development of Industry In these 
nations. Raw materials and agricultural 
products were drawn Into the Soviet union, 
and eastern Europe was maintained In the 
colonial role It had known before the war. 

But thnes have changed. Russia's own 
economic ■ performance In reccnf years has 
lollen well below expectations. Transporta- 
tion difficulties have mounted, and this Is a 
_^ruclaLcQnalderatlnn In a rouritry-Tyhora-raw- 
materlals orb so unfovorobly located.- - 

In consequence, the Kremlin has decided 
to build up the satellites to fill the breach. 

■ They have certain natural advantages lor 
Industrial purposes— somewhat more akilled 
manpower, easily accessible row materials, 
better transport, and generally a more ad- 
vanced cultural development. 

Obviously, however, these nations must 
be more tightly wovealnto the Soviet system 
If they aris to be relied on for a real Industrial 
contribution to Moscow's power. And to fit 
them permanently Into the Soviet economy 
means serious political hazards have to bo 
surmounted. 

Thla la the true explonatlon for the ruthless 
eradication of middle class folk and all other 
"unrellables" In Hungary arid some of the 
other satellites In the past few months. Rus- 
sia knows It cannot count on the necessary 
loyalty from these elements;. It Is adopting 
the standard red tactic of eliminating them. 

■ The Soviet campaign for Industrializing 
the satellites will call for substantial ship- 
ments of, -machinery and equipment. In ad- 
dition, the workers will -have to be pressed 
Into the mold of "socialist competition" to 
get out the. production the Kremlin de- 
mands. 

The significance of this trend should not 
beinvlnlmizcd. It the program is carried out

win actually have been remodeled in the 
Huaalan Image.

turbines, ■ 

Does the Columbia river belong to the northwest or 
Is It the property of all tho clUraas of tho United 
States? Does Bonneville dam. constructed by lederM' 
funds, btlong to the state of Oregon or Is it the 
property of oil -the toxpayers In tho United States 
who contributed to its building? is California one 
of tho United States or la It, as some politicians ap-
